The city m anager type of munic­ 
ipal government was discussed by 
Orval Nelson at Monday night’s 
meeting of the Harrisburg Lions 
club. He also spoke to the Rotary 
club at its noon meeting. 
Prefacing his discussion with the 
statem ent that his interest in the 
city m anagerdype of government 
was not intended to reflect in any 
I w ay on any past or present city 
j administrations, Mr. Nelson listed 


I some of the advantages that would 
come 
to a city 
by changing 
its 
form of government. 
It was 
pointed out 
that a city 
continues to have its elections to 
select a mayor and commission­ 
ers to formulate a policy and pass 
ordinances, but the actual running 
of the government is in the hands 
of the m anager—a m an trained to 
do the job. 
Generally speaking, in a m an­ 
ager form of government, the leg­ 
islative and administrative func­ 
tions are separated, giving for 
a 
more economical and efficient gov­ 
ernment, it was stated. 
In the larger cities it is neces­ 
sary to have several 
assistants 
to the manager and in most cases 
these assistants are anxious to go 
into sm aller communities as m an­ 
ager, giving the municipalities the 
advantage of their training and ex­ 
perience. 
“ The city manager plan is not 
new, having been used in various 
parts of the United States for many 
vears. but is more or less a new 
idea in Illinois. 
Approximately 15 
cities have adopted or are in the 
process of bringing it to a referen­ 
dum this year or early 1955,” the 
speaker stated. 
Included in the 
cities seriously considering a city 
m anager government are Decatur, 
Collinsville, Joliet and Park For­ 
est, Mr. Nelson said. 
R. C. “ Stopper” Adams, Lions’ 
president, appointed a committee 
to study the plan more complete­ 
ly.

Comet Jet Crashes

LONDON (IP)—Two Comet jet air­ 
liner crashes which killed 56 per 
sons were blamed today on “ metal 
, fatigue" resulting from “ tremen 
: dous pressures” built up in the 
planes’ pressurized catlins in the 
j thin air of the substratosphere. 
Sir Lionel Mea Id told a special 
court of inquiry 
that extensive 
government tests showed that the 
plane's metal became fatigued and 
weakened by air pressure inside 
the cabin. 
The result, he said, was a split- 
second explosion which blew pas­ 
sengers and crewmen through the 
sides of the big airliners and rip 
ped 
the fuselage apart without 
warning and before any distress 
signal could be sent.

City Council 
Urged to Set Up 
Garbage System 


Garbage collection was discuss­ 
ed this morning at the regular city 
council 
meeting 
with 
Dr. S. J. 
Lewis of Sullivan, state superin­ 
tendent of garbage feeding in 
36 
southern Illinois counties, telling 
the group that the city should set 
up a system for its residents. 
Dr. U'wis pointed out that the 
state of Illinois passed a garbage 
feeding law in 1953 which provides 
that all persons who feed garbage 
to swine, or to poultry or other 
animals on farms where swine are 
kept, must first receive a permit 
from the state department of agri­ 
culture. 
The permit costs $20 
a 
year. 
Then, 
before feeding, 
the law 
says, the garbage must be cook­ 
ed. 
The law also provides that trucks 
or other vehicles used in hauling 
shall be tight and covered to pre 
vent the garbage from being scat 
tered upon the highway.

Dr. Lewis, after explaining the 
jaw, said the city needs a setup 
in which all the garbage in town 
will tx* picked up and disposed of 
properly. 
At 
present, 
he 
said, 
there are three persons with per­ 
mits picking up garbage but they 
are only getting a small amount. 
He suggested that somebody he 
contracted with who will pick up 
every hit of the garbage and dis­ 
pose of it properly. 
Best method 
of disposition, 
he said, is burying 
it, as it is hard to get rid of all of 
it by burning. 
He said that the city of Olney 
has a model ordinance on garbage 
and the local council decided 
to 
write to the clerk at Olney for a 
copy of this ordinance for study. 
I 
The city council today gave fin­ 
al 
approval 
to a Civil Defense 
ordinance, which tells how Civil 
Defense shall be set up in the city. 
This ordinance provides for a levy 
for Civil Defense purposes only of 
a tax not to exceed five cents per 
$100 assessed valuation.
